specific  license  to  unblock  funds  in  the  amount  of  US 
$4,464,726.50  from  the  blocked  account  of  Rafidain  Bank  at 
the  Bank  of  New  York  as  per  its  letter  to  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Treasury  No. 3/2/249  dated  January  20,  2003  (copy  attached 
for  easy  reference).
